THE SABBATH 


Jl SLJSSSfNG 
TO MJWKWD.

THE design of these few pages is not 


to present the argument in favor of the 
Divine authority, and perpetuity of the 
Sabbath. These are subjects, which, 
if entered upon at all, must be pursued 
to considerable extent. 
When 1 con- 


sider the original institution of the Sab- 
bath, of which we have so explicit an 
account at the close of the Mosaic nar- 
rative of the Creation ; when I find the 
observance of I hi? day enjoined in one of 
the firece/)/* of the moral law ; when 1 
find, through-nit the Psalms and the 
Prophets, this solemn injunction, impli- 
citly repeated; when I hear our blessed 
Lord, expressly speaking of the existence 
of this day after the abolition of the Jewish 
economy; when I hear the apostle John, 
long after our Lord's resurrection 
and ascension into heaven, speaking, 
with peculiar emphasis, of a particular 
d'ty as the Lord's Day ; when I find the 
Apostles, by their example, selling apart 
ojieday in seven for religious purposes ; 
when I can trace the existence arid obser- 
vance of Sabbatical Institutions from the 
creation down to the present hour ; and 
v»'hen to these considerations, I add the 
natural fitness and propriety of, such a 
day, and consider how indispensable it is 
to the existence of religion among men : I 
am compelled to believe that the Sab- 
bath is of Divine origin and perpetual 
obligation. 


But there is one view in which the 


Sabbath may commend itself to the 
consciences of men who question its 
Divine authority. The peculiar and 
appropriate employment of this day 
consists in the public worship of God, 
and the duties of domestic and personal 
piety, to the exclusion of idleness and 
sloth, of secular business, and of plea- 
sure and amusement. 
It may be there 


are advantages attendant on the obser- 
vance of this institution, which will 
give it a place in the affections of every 
man who identifies himself with the 
high Interests of human society. 
I 


have often thqught that some men dis- 
regard the claims of this day with a spi- 
rit that calls in question scarcely any 
thing more than their patriotism ; and 
who, if they were aware of the invaria- 
ble tendencies of its observance, would 
rejoice in Its appointment, and greet its 
return with an enthusiasm like that 
with which they hail the birth-day of 
their country's freedom. 


Ts it too much to affirm, that the Sab- 


batical Institution is permanently the 
means of intellectual advancement P In the 
performance of the appropriate duties 
of the Sabbath, every person either be- 
comes a teacher or a learner, and de- 
rives his instruction from the best and 
most important sources. 
He either 


reads or hears the Holy Scriptures; he 
listens to the instructions and counsels 
of wisdom from the house of God ; he 
occupies a place in the school of Christ, 
either at home or abroad, and that 
with the professed object of becoming 
acquainted with subjects which inter- 
est his mind, elicit thought and inqui- 
ry, and produce that discipline of the 
understanding, and capacity for intel- 
lectual effort, which are the proximate 
design of all education. 


Ignorance and barbarism form no 


part of the character of men who revere 
the Lord's day. It is impossible to 
condemn to meanness and obscurity the 
individual, or the community, who re- 
joice in the light of the Christian Sab- 
bath. Carry the privileges of this day 
to the most abject on the globe, and 
just in the proportion in which they are 
subjected to Its influence, do you ele- 
vate them from their intellectual degra- 
dation. The reason is obvious. There 
Is no small portion of mankind, whose 
only opportunity of Information is de- 
rived from the Sabbath. 
And it is no 


contemptible opportunity. With the 
exception of a few years of infancy, and, 
perhaps,skki»ess,it consists of one day in 
seven, and ordinarily of one-seventh part > 
cf an entire life. The child who \\\ es but 
seven years. Is furnished, from this day 
alone, with or.e entire year of impor- 
tant Instruction ; the youth who dies at 
the age of fourteen, is furnished with 
two years; the man of twrnty-one, v ith 
three years; the man of forty-two, with 
six years; the man of eighty, with 
nearly twelve entire yi-ars of uninter- 
rupted learning. \ on may suppose an 
individual, a family, or community, ri- i 
ther so faulty or so unfortunate as to be . 
corlved of all instruction, except on 
'," ^ Sabbalh ; but if the instnuciions of 
..- Sabbath are improved, it i» Iinpos- 
-,;.-,< they should be ignorant. One 
;^T.*nth part of human life, e%en wkh 
persons thus abject, ib devoted to the 
attainment of knowledge. 


The Sabbath, in this particular, af- 


fects the great rna&s of mankind. It ad- 
dresses Its obligations, and presents its 
privileges lo all orders ic classes of men, 
the low as well as the high, the poor as j 
•well as the rich. 
Conceive, then, the 


great mass of the community devoting 
one da}' in seven to the attainment ci 


l?d<re : on*' ^?.v in ssvfrj search* 


ing tb<- Holy Senptures; assembling 
in the house of God to hear the instruc- 
tions of his ministers; and then appre- 
ciate the importance of the,Sabbath.— 
The Sabbath also furnishes the world 
with instruction in the tenderest and 
most docile age. That great precept its 
the decalogue which enforces the ob- 
servance of this day, has a particular 
direction for masters and heads of fam- 
ilies. 
It contemplates the assiduous 


and indefatigable instruction of the ri- 
sing generation, and through those do- 
mebtic instrumentalities which are in- 
vested with powerful persuasion, and 
usually attended with happy success.— 
To what a multitude of children does 
the Sabbath present the best time, the 
best opportunity, and the best motives 
for the attainment of instruction. 
And 


with what inconceivable force may 
we make this appeal, when we ad- 
vert to that blessed expedient of the 
age in which we live, the establishment 
of Sunday Schools ! Scarcely do our 
children come into existence., than they 
are encircled by the light of Sabbaths. 
From then early years they look to- 
wards the Sabbath and the sanctuary as 
the appointed means of instruction..— 
They grow up under the cheering in- 
fluence of this day of knowledge; and 
whether they become improved or 
degraded in a spiritual view, intel- 
lectually, and that through the whole 
course of their existence, they are un- 
der obligations to the Sabbath. 


The; e is something too in the kind 


of instruction which the Sabbath com- 
municates, which has a happy influ- 
ence on the human mind. It relates to 
themes on which are staked our dearest 
interests for this world and the world 
to come. It calls the soul away from the 
bustle of this vain world, to contem- 
plate the -wonderful works of God in 
creation, providence, and redemption. 
It casts a veil over what is seen, and un- 
covers to the eye of the mind what is 
unseen. It throws back into oblivion 
the lying vanities of time, sense, and 
creatures, and brings forward the solid 
and permanent realities of eternity, 
faith, and the Creator, every where dis- 
closing facts, principles, and results, 
which arrest the wandering intellect, 
and are fitted to expand and exalt it for 
ever. 
It is the incessant occupancy of 


the mind by objects of sense and the 
pursuits of this world, that unfits it for 
sober thought and the attainment of 
useful knowledge. Exclusive immer- 
sion in the perplexities and cupidity 
of business debases the intellectual na- 
ture of men; and it is only by being 
conversant with objects and truths of a 
more exalted kind, that the soul pro- 
jects her noblest achievements, and 
makes her most rapid progression.— 
I am persuaded more is accomplished, 
directly or indirectly, by~ the various 
institutions of the Sabbath, to enlighten 
the human mind, than is accomplished 
in any other way. As the means of 
mere "intellectual advancement, I woul d 
not exchange the Sabbath for ail other 
means of instruction. 
The 
Sabbath 


is the great day of light to this benight- 
ed world. 
The earth would scarcely 


be darker without the Sun, than the 
intellectual hemisphere 
without the 


Sabbath. 


There is another thought not unwor- 


thy of our notice : the Sabbath lies at the 
foundation of all sound morality. 
Mo- 


rality is a matter of principle. "Out of 
the heart are the issues of life." 
Let 


the principles of moral obligation once 
become universally relaxed, and the 
practice of morality will become loose 
and unhinged in the same proportion. 
A man cannot preserve his own mo- 


rals—a parent cannot preserve the mo- 
rals of his children, after he has taken 
away the sanctions, and erased the im- 
pressions of religious obligation. 1 ake 
away these sanctions, and you will soon 
see how much his own and the morals 
of his family owe to the sacredness of 
good principles. 
It is impossible that 


a wholesome morality should be main- 
tained in any community without an 
active impression of religious obliga- 
tion. 
If you can persuade a communi- 


ty to reject the grand principles of mo- 
ral obligation ; If you car. kad them to 
doubt the genuineness and ;unheniichy 
of the Scriptures—lo question the real- 
ity and obligation of natural religion— 
to' hesitate whether there be any such 
thins as vivtMC or vice, or whether the 
soul will have any future existence, Sc if 
it has, whether then- be an eternal state 
of rewards and punishments—or wheth- 
er ih<-re exists any such Being as God 
—if vou run bring a community to this 
direful poim of scepticism or infidelity; 
you a:e sure to ha-.r broken down thr 
burners of inoral \irtue, and to havt 
hoisted the floodgates of immorality 
and crime. There is *>"- in^titulion 
which opposes Itself lo thi-; progrrs? of 
human dtgci.eracy, and throws ati 5?r.- 
pcnelruble" shield 'aiour.d the interest*, 
of moral virtue In our troubled world, 
It i?ihi. Snlbath, In the av ful -^ ^g^le 


to live and exert her benignant authori- 
ty, the trembling interests of moral vir- 
tue have always been levered and sup- 
ported. 
The great business oi this duv 


is to explain, demonstrate, and enforce 
the leading principles of a sound moral- 
ity. 
Wherever the Sabbath is obser- 


ved, you behold a nation assembling 
one day in seven, to become acquainted 
with the best moral principles,and hear 
the best moral precepts. 
And where 


this is the case, in defiance of the love of 
sin, the authority of moral virtue must 
be acknowledged, and the influence of 
the Sabbath must be felt. We may 
not at once perceive the effects whicl 
the recurrence of this day has upon hu 
man society. "Like most moral cau 
ses, it operates slowly but surely," but 
wherever it comes, it gradually weak- 
ens the power and breaks the yoke of 
profligacy and sin. 
And here let itjje 


remarked, in perfect accordance with 
these suggestions will be found the his- 
tory of individuals aud associations of 
men. 
No villain regards the Sabbath 


No vicious family regards the Sabbath 
No worthless and immoral community 
regards the Sabbath. The Sabbath is 
a barrier which must be broken down, 
before men can become giants in iniqui- 
ty. Lord Chief Justice Hale,of England, 
remarks, (:that of all the persons who 
were convicted of capital crimes, while 
he was upon the bench, he found a few 
only, who would not confess on inqui- 
ry, that they began their career of 
wickedness by a neglect of the duties 
of the Sabbath, and vicious conduct on 
that day." I should like to see an au- 
thentic and correct history of all the pri- 
sons in the land; and unless I am much 
deceived, such a statement would not 
present an instance of an individual 
who had not broken over the restraints 
of the Sabbath before he was abandon- 
ed to crime, and who could not mark 
the profanations of that day us forming 
an advanced stage in his downward ca- 
reer. You may enact laws for the pre- 
vention of crime; you may frame them 
with judgment, and execute them with 
promptness and impartiality ; but the 
secret and silent influence of the Sab- 
bath is a greater preventive of crimes, 
and does of itself "constitute a strong- 
er shield to the vital interests of a com- 
munity, than any code of penal statutes 
that ever was enacted/' 
Sound moral- 


ity has no such foundation as the Sab- 
bath. The Sabbath is the key-stone 
of the Temple of Virtue, which, how- 
ever It may be defaced, will survive 
many a rude shock, and retain much of 
its pristine magnificence, as long asjts 
foundation remains firm. 


As a general remark, I would say, 


the Sabbath is a distinguished means of 
national prosperity. 
The God of hea- 


ven has annexed very great and pre- 
cious promises to the sacred obser- 
vance of this day, involving emphati- 
cally "the life that now is, as well as 
that which is to come." He told his 
ancient people, "If thou turn away thy 
foot from the Sabbath, from doing thy 
pleasure on my holy day, and call the 
Sabbath a de-light, the holy of the Lord 
honorable, and shalt honor Him, not 
doing thine own ways, nor finding thine 
own pleasure, nor speaking thine own 
words, then shalt thou delight thyself 
in the Lord, and I will cause theeto ride 
upon the high places of the earth, and 
feed thee with the heritage of Jacob thy 
father, for the mouth of the Lord hath 
spoken it." Again he says, "If ye will 
diligently hearken unto me, to bring in 
no burden through the gates of this ci- 
ty on the Sabbath day, but hallow the 
Sabbath day to do no work therein ; 
then shall there enter into the gates of 
this cltv kings and princes sitting upon 
the throne of David, riding in chariots 
and on horses, they and their princes, 
the men of Judah and the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, and this city shall remain 
for ever." 
You will not often find a 


notorious Sabbath-breaker a perma- 
nently prosperous man; or a Sabbath- 
breaking community, a prosperous and 
happy community. "Them that honor 
me,'"' saith God, "1 will honor." 


It is obvious that temporal prosperi- 


ty would be the natural result of the 
observance of ihe Sabbath, if it secured 
nothing more than the blessings to 
which we have already referred. 
But 


there arc other particulars In which the 
tendencies of this day exert a most salu- 
tary influence on human society. 
The 


"provision which this holy day furnish- 
es of a season of rest lo laboring ani- 
mals,"— the "rest and refreshment se- 
cured to mankind"—the "neatness and 
cleanliness which it promotes, especial- 
ly among the lower classes of men"—- 
the "softness and civility of manner^" 
•rtbiirh it diiTusrs throughout ,1 commu- 


nj;i,—thc "tendency of the Sabbath, to 
aba^e our pride and remove our naihe 
ru»grdne5s of disposition"—the self- 
respect jmd elevation of character to 
uhich it so successfully Smite* thost 
who observe it with dccenry : all ila-se : 
evince that the "SaH^alh was made for ; 


questioned, whether a naiioii of slaves 
was ever found where the institutions ot 
the Sabbath have been enjoyed in then- 
purity. 
It is impossible a people can 


be "hoodwinked and misruled cither 
by kings, princes or priests,' where the 
Sabbath proclaims its legitimate im- 
munities, or insists on its felicitous ob- 
ligations. 
The yoke of tyranny and 


superstition'cannot bear the influence 
of the Sabbath. 
Let a nation be com- 


posed of men who sacredly revere the 
Sabbath, and they are no longer the fit 


. subjects of unlawful authority, or irre- 


sistible usurpation. 
And what, think 


you, would become of the liberties ol a 
nation, where all its inhabitants were 
Sabbath-breakers ? 
How long would 


freedom survive the extermination oi 
the Subbath ? 


Nor is the influence of the Sabbath 


to be disregarded as it respects the 
means of a comfortable subsistence. 
It 


would be well if men who are interested 
to ele\ ate the condition of the poor, and 
lessen the sources, and diminish the a- 
mount of human poverty and wretched- 
ness, would soberly think of the advan- 
tages of the Sabbath, as one of the most 
efticient expedients for the prevention 
of pauperism. It would be no useless 
information, if a statistic account could 
be furnished of the commerce, agri- 
culture, manufactures, arts, tranquility, 
affluence and elevation of particular 
communities which have been abandon- 
ed to a general profanation of the Sab- 
bath, and contrasted with a similar 
view of communities in which this ho- 
ly day has been observed with the rev- 
erence due to its divine authority. We 
have no question what the result of the 
contrast would be. 
To men and com- 


munities who profane the Sabbath, to 
say nothing of the cognate vices of this 
profanation, and the waste of property 
in maintaining them, this day is not on- 
ly the most expensive of all the seven, 
but not unfrequently of itself consumes 
the earnings of the six days' toil. 
Up- 


on the poorer class of the community 
especially, the observance of the Sab- 
bath will be found to have an Incalcula- 
ble influence in rescuing them from 
want, and elevating them to the decen- 
cies oi a comfortable subsistence, 
A 


poor man, an impoverished community, 
can badly afford to indulge in the neg- 
lect of the Sabbath. Nor is what I say 
theory merely. 
You cannot find the 


abject poor among those who pay a se- 
rious and reverential regard to the Sab- 
bath. 
The most filthy, starved, and 


wretched of the human family, will be 
found among those who habitually and 
always disregard the Sabbath. 
The 


host of mendicants that infest the com- 
munity, especially in our large towns, 
will be found to issue from cellars and 
garrets that have never been consecra- 
ted to the observance of the Lord's day. 
Let a man look round upon the world 
with the eye of a philanthropic econo- 
mist merely, and he will see abundant 
evidence, that the Sabbath was institu- 
ted in kindness to man, and that a sa- 
cred and strict observance of it tends 
directly to promote the temporal pros- 
perity of mankind.

Distress of ike Manufacturers. — A let- 


ter from Manchester slates that the cot- 
ton spinners still maintain their turn 
out, and, including themselves and their 
dependants. furnish between 20,000 and 
30,000 individuals in Stockport and 
Manchester, who are living on the cas- 
ual bounty of the trade, and upon vol- 
untary subscriptions. 
The strictest 


watch is kept over them by the_ magis- 
trates, backed by large bodies of troops. 
The heaviest degree of distress is said 
to (>p felt by the hand-loom weavers, of 
whom there are about 100,000 in Lan- 
cashire, and the borders of Yorkshire. 
They are at this moment ground down 
to the smallest portion of human sub-

At Blar.kb'urn and. the neighborhood 
the hand-loom weavers can weave 06 
yards of shirting per day, by working 
fifteen hours. For this they get Is. 6cl. 
subject to deductions. 
But moving 


backward and forward with the work, 
and the slack demand of the market, 
really leaves the^vorkmen with a nett 
weekly receipt varying from 3s. 6d. lo 
5s. The power loom yields Is. 4cL per 
piece, and as a man can tend two looms 
of this kind at a time, they can realize 
twice the amount. 
But the hands at 


the power looms are overstocked. 


A great number of workmen in the 


Iron and coal trades in Monmouthshire 
have been discharged. The iron mas- 
ters were suffering great depression, 
and large quantities of iron were lying 
In the warehouses.
